Applicant respectfully reserves the right to file divisional applications directed to non- 
elected claims. 

Furthermore, in addition to claims 1 and 32 which have been designated as generic by the 
Examiner, Applicant asserts that at least claims 2-4, 18, 26-28, and 31 are also generic to all claims. 
Each of the dependent claims 2-4, 1 8, 26-28, and 3 1 relate to elements of the invention other than 
the type and location of the datum, such as the type of device in which the cartridge will be used and 
the coordinate measurement system used to locate the datum, which elements are able to be utilized 
regardless of the type and location of the datum. As such, Applicant reserves the right to have the 
claims readable on the non-elected Species B-V considered in this application should either any of 
claims 1 -4, 1 8, 26-28, 3 1 , or claim 32 be allowable. 

In light of the preceding, Applicant believes that the presently pending claims are in 
condition for allowance, early notice of which would be greatly appreciated. The Examiner is 
invited to telephone the undersigned attorney of record if he believes that such a call would 
materially advance the prosecution and eventual allowance of the present application.
